WASHINGTON (UP!) - President 
Ford will definitely run for the presi­ 
dency in 1976, his chief spokesman said 
today. 
White House press secretary Ron 
Nessen told reporters Ford changed 
the "probably” that he has said before 
to "definitely” last Monday while tal­ 
king to 
persons outside the White 
House. 
It was learned that Ford gave an in­ 
terview to be published in U.S. News 


and World 
Report this weekend in 
which he said he definitely will run. 
Asked why Ford had positively made 
up his mind two years before the elec­ 
tion, Nessen said: 
"I guess you’ve heard him say how 
much he enjoys being President.” 
Ford himself and his spokesmen had 
previously said he "probably” would 
head the Republican ticket in the next 
presidential race. 
"I heard him say it first on Mon­ 


day,” said Nessen referring to the defi­ 
nite statement. 
In response to questions, Nessen said 
that through news reports Ford was 
aware that some Republicans might 
challenge his candidacy and try to 
nominate another GOP candidate. 
Nessen said Ford obviously consulted 
with his wife Betty and "it’s clear 
from the fact that he said that, she 
must have gone along with it.” 
Ford had promised his wife he would 


quit politics after 25 year? in Congress. 


After he became vice president, Mrs. 


Ford released him from the pledge. 


Since then, there has been renewed 


speculation that Ford might bow out 
because of his wife’s recent breast can­ 
cer surgery. But he is reported to have 
told friends even if cancer should re­ 
cur. Mrs. Ford would have better care 
n the White House than anywhere 
else.

nounced plans today to build a 830 mil­ 


lion toll switching center in Ontario to 


provide residents with the latest elec­ 


tronic 
equipment 
for 
long-distance 


service. 


"The facility will be a fully compute­ 
rized, self-contained center incorporat­ 
ing the most advanced communications 
technology,” said R. 3. Shirey, vice 
president and area manager. 


The project, one of rhe most costly 
undertaken by General Telephone in 
recent years, was formally announced 
a t a luncheon with San Bernardino 
County Supervisors in Cucamonga. 


The toil center is being built to meet 
increasing telephone service demands 
and should be operational for customer 
use in 1978. Construction of the facility, 
iorated adjacent to the Ontario head­ 
quarters, is expected to star1 early 
next year, added Shirey. 
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When cut into service, the center will 
function as a primary center for long 
distance calls originating from commu­ 
nities tn a region that extends from 
Banning on the East to Pasadena on 
the west. 


In addition to handling basic direct 
distance dialing service, the Ontario 
center will give residents the added 
ability to dial their own person-to-per­ 
son, collect, credit card and third num­ 
ber billing calls. 


Shirey said the expanded long-dis­ 
tance ser/ices will be made possible 
by the center’s newdv designed Elec­ 
tronic Tandem Switching 4-Wire (ETS- 
f) machine and Traffic Service Posi­ 
tion System (TSPS). "The ETS-4 and 
TSPS units will further improve oper­ 
ational efficiency when interconnecting 
toil calls with the nationwide network,” 
he said. 


Communities that, will be tied in to 
rhe center when the initial cutover is 
made include those served by General 
Telephone 
exchanges 
in 
Arrowhead 
Crestline. Covina, Ontario. Monrovia, 
Etiwanda 
and 
Sierra 
Madre. 
Ex­ 
changes in Banning, Beaumont, Red­ 
lands. San Bernardino and Pomona are 
scheduled to become part of the cen­ 
ter’s switching system in 1981. 


The ultramodern center also will 
enable General Telephone to offer di­ 
rect distance dialing to residents of 
Etiwanda, Crestline and Arrowhead, 
and to assume control of long-distance 
operations in San Bernardino and Po­ 
mona that up until no\v have been han­ 
dled by Pacific Telephone. 


A S2 million, two-story building will 
be constructed immediately west of the 
utility’s Ontario headquarters on

Street to house the ETS-4 unit. Installa­ 
tion of the machine and other tele­ 
phone equipment is tentatively set to 
start in March, 1976.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Federal 
Energy Administration says it’s all 
right to put ornamental lights on your 
Christmas tree this year —but in mod­ 
eration.

43, his mother, 
Louise. 42. sisters Dawn. 18. and Alli­ 
son. 13, and brothers Mark 11, and 
John, 9. 
The victims were discovered in their 
beds Wednesday night in various sec­ 
ond and third floor bedrooms. Police 
said they had been shot sometime be­ 
tween Tuesday and Wednesday morn­ 
ing. 
Police said all were killed by "m ul­ 


tiple gunshot wounds.” Three had been 
shot in the back, two in the head aad 
one in the neck. 
Suffolk County Deputy Police Com­ 
missioner Robert C. Rapp, who an­ 
nounced DeFeo’s arrest, declined to 
disclose a motive for the slayings or to 
give any details of the murders. 
Asked if he had any comment on his 
arrest, Defeo replied. "I have no com­ 
ment at all.” 
Alter the bodies were discovered, ar 
the family’s $75,000 home in Amity­ 
ville. DeFeo was placed in protective 
custody. About 24 hours later, 
the 
bearded suspect was charged. 
The elder DeFeo was a salesman for 
Brigante-Karl Buick, Inc., of 1814 Con­ 
ey island Ave., in Brooklyn, where Ro­ 
nald Jr. also worked, police said.

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Two regents say they may close 
Two UC medical schools in financial crisis

The 
University of California may have to 
close one or two of its five medical 
schools for lack of money, two univers­ 
ity regents have warned. 
The medical schools and their asso­ 
ciated hospitals have $32 million in un­ 
paid bills and the UC system cannot go 
on supporting them without more state 
aid. said Regent William K. Cobientz 
at a meeting of the regents Thursday. 
This was despite a record S47.2 mil­ 
lion in gifts received by the university 
in 1974. up 11.4 per cent from gifts the 
previous year, the audit committee re­ 
ported. 


Gov. Ronald Reagan \yas scheduled 
to attend :he regents’ meeting today. 
Cobientz said operating costs are 
’‘horrendous'’ at medical schools and 
hospitals at the Davis. Irvine, UCLA. 
San Diego, and San Francisco cam ­ 
puses, which in addition to providing 
teaching facilities oifer public health 
care. 
Robert 0. Reynoids. chairm an of a 
special hospital operations committee, 
said that if the financial problems are 
not faced now. “we’ll have no alterna­ 
tive to cutting our services or doing 
away with a medical school.’’ 
Cobientz said that “ maybe we’ll have 


to bite the bullet and do away with one 


or maybe two of the medical schools 


and concentrate our efforts cn 
the 


rest.” 
The audit also predicted that turther 
'inancial problems would develop if the 
UC system assumed responsibility for 
the Orange County Medical Center, 
which it agreed to buy last month. 
Although UC 
president Charles J. 
Hitch <aid he agreed that there was a 
need for “many millions of dollars in 
working capital,” he said he did not 
think the university would abandon any 
of 'ts medical schools. 


Cobientz suggested that two separate 


budgets be presented to the Legislature 


—one for the medical schools and hos­ 


pitals and another for the rest of the 


university. 


In other board action, the regents' 
grounds and buildings committee ap­ 
proved the design of a 200-bed campus 
ospital md teaching clinic for UC Ir­ 
vine. 
The $5 million sale of the old Calitor- 
nia College of Medicine campus in Los 
Angeles will provide some ot the funds, 
with another $11.7 million coming from 
the health sciences bond issue of 1972. 


The estimated cost of the facility was 
set at $17 million. 
The regents meeting was disrupted 
hrrielly by about 20«) demonstrators. 
Cobientz and four other regents met 
with the demonstrators for about an 
hour outside the meeting place. 
The demonstrators, who included stu­ 
dents and non students, discussed a 
wide range ot topics, including resents’ 
opposition to the incorporation of the 
largely student community of lsla Vis­ 
ta. 
They also talked about UC invest­ 
ments in companies that do business in 
South Africa.

Redlands d o e sn ’t like idea 
S.B. proposal for airport at 
A.F. base gets boost, knock 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNS) - The 


U.S. Air Force Thursday night re­ 


leased an environmental impact report 
favorable to a proposal to permit the 
City of San Bernardino to create a 
municipal airport at Norton Air Force 
Base. 
The proposal is for joint use by the 
city and the military of the runway 
and the tower facilttes, but San Ber­ 
nardino M a w Robert Holcombe made 
it clear at the hearing on the report 
that the city was looking ahead to the 
time when it would have the facility 
for its exclusive use as a municipal 
airport. 
Release ot the report sparked what 
may be a bitter battle between San 
Bernardino and Redlands over the use 
of the facility by commercial airlines. 
A steady stream of Redlands officials, 
civic leaders and residents strode to 
the rostrom to denounce both the San 


Bernardino proposal and the Air Force 
report. 
Realand’s Mayor Jack Cummings, 
said the people of Redlands were wil­ 
ling to endure Norton M r Base as a 
military facility, because they were pat­ 
riotic Americans but said they would 
bitterly oppose any commercial use of 
the facility. 
Cummings complained that the re­ 
port virtually ignored the existence 
and then further ignored the "obvious” 
problems that the use by commercial 
aircrait would create. 
He cited increased noise and air pol­ 
lution, plus the decreased

values 
and

“quality of life” in the quiet east val­ 
ley community. 
Cummings noted that the Air Force 
would at first limit the number of com­ 
mercial flights to five per day, but 
said would eventually grow to a num­ 
ber unacceptable to his city.

Police officers shot out the tires of a 
car being pursued through downtown 
Ontario 
streets 
Thursday 
night 
at 
speeds reaching 80 miles per hour and 
arrested the 26-year-old driver. 


Arrested was William Edward Weed- 
mark of 1017 E. Main St., Ontario. Po­ 
lice reported that the pursuit began al­ 
ter ofticer Frank Fryer observed a car 
speeding through the intersection ot 
Holt Boulevard and 
Euclid 
Avenue 
about 8:42 p.m. About 15 minutes later, 
officer Richard Hyche fired two shot­ 
gun blasts at the vehicle’s tires at B 
Street and Mountain Avenue. 


Two police cars and two other ve­ 
hicles were damaged during the high­ 
speed chase that went back and forth 
from San Antonio and Benson avenues 
across Hollowell, Vesta, B. D and other 
streets in downtown Ontario. Weed- 
mark and one of three passengers in 
his car were slightly injured. 


Police reported that Fryer began rhe 
pursuit of W eedmark’s vehicle when it 
accelerated on Holt 
Boulevard and 
t u r n e d 
northbound 
on 
Mountain 
Avenue. At one point in the pursuit, 
Weedmark’s vehicle spun around in a 
front yard on Vesta Avenue, straigh­ 
tened out and sped off towards Moun­ 
tain Avenue after hitting a parked car. 
A police unit was damaged at Elaer- 
berry Avenue and B Street by the 
fleeing vehicle. 


Hvche reported that Weedmark’s ve­ 
hicle sped towards him at Mountain 
Avenue and B Street and he had to 
jump out of the way. Hyche said he 
fired two shotgun blasts at the vehicle, 
the pellets hitting both the right from 
and right rear tires, deflating them. 


After the shots were fired, Weed- 
m ark’s vehicle rent out of control and 
crashed into Fryer’s police car head 
on. Fryer was not injured. 


Weedmark and his three passengers 
were transported by officers to the On­ 
tario Police Station where they were 
auestioned.

wins discrimination battle 


M ID D LET O W N . Ohio (U Pl) - Rab­ 
bi Gordon Gladstone had a problem. 


He and several friends had gone rol­ 
ler skating and the Rabbi was sur­ 
prised when a rink attendant stopped 
him and said that because of safety 
rules he couldn't wear his hat. 


As always — except when he sleeps 
or showers — the rabbi was wearing his 
skullcap. 


“I said. ‘This isn’t a hat’ and I 
skated off.” said the rabbi. 


Gladstone was stopped a second time 
and told if he didn’t remove the “hat.” 
he would have to leave the rink. 


"f explained that this was part ot 
my religious belief and it was a fairly 
extensive practice among the Jewish 
faith,” said the rabbi, but to no avail. 


So. when Gladstone would not re­ 
move his skullcap — a small circular 
piece of cloth held on by two bobby 
pins — he was kicked out. 


The next day he filed a religious dis­ 
crimination complaint with the Ohio 
Civil Rights Commisstion. 


That was last April and now. more 
than six months later, the Civil Rights 
Commission has ruled in Gladstone's 
favor.

— have been fired and an official of the

FRESNO 
(UPD—Assistant

Agriculture 
Secretary 
Clayton Yeutter said Thurs­ 
day “nothing can be done” 
about current high food prices 
but consumer resistance could 
be effective on certain pro­ 
ducts such as sugar. 
In a news conference prior 
to a speech before the Nation­ 
al Water Resources Associa­ 
tion, Yeutter noted the recent 
“dramatic” increase in the 
price 
of 
sugar 
had 
been 
spurred partially by panic 
buying. He said a dropoff in 
buying as little as two or 
three per cent would force the 
price back down. 
The farm official said the 
world food situation would 
continue to hold food prices at 
the current high levels for the 
near future but said good 
weather in 1975 and increased 
production could bring prices 
down somewhat. 


Cancer-producing substances 
in water also found in blood 


WASHINGTON 
(UP!) 
- 
Scientists in New Orleans who 
found substances suspected of 
causing cancer in the d ink­ 
ing water now say some of 
those same compounds are 
showing up in the blood of 
peooie who drink the water. 
The implications of the fin­ 
ding are not entirely clear, 
but the Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency said Tuesday 
it will pursue -he discovery. 
John L. Laseter. chairman 
of the Department of Biolo­ 
gical Sciences at the Univers­ 
ity of New Orleans, said his 
scientific experiments found 
at least 100 compounds, some 
possible cancer-causers —cr 
carcinogens — in the water. 
“We ako found a number of 
the same compounds, includ­ 
ing carbon tetrachloride —a 
well-established animal car­ 
cinogen and highly suspect in 
man —in the blood plasma of 
the several dozen New Or­ 
leans citizens we examintd,” 
he said in an interview in 
Washington. 
It is possible, he said, for 
the substances to get into the 


blood via the air, food or wa­ 
ter; but he said the air was 
tested and ruled out as a pos­ 
sible source. 
He said most of the com­ 
pounds were not found in raw 
Mississippi Rjver water, mai- 
cating rhey originated in the 
water t. eatment and chlorina­ 
tion process. Similar findings 
prompted the EPA last week 
to launch a nationwide survey 
of drinking water supplies. 
Laseter 
cautioned 
about 
jumping to the 
conclusion 
that chlorination causes can­ 
cer. “The problem has to be 
studied 
further,” 
he 
said 
“We don't wan: a panic. 
“To do away with chlorina­ 
tion is absurd because we 
would die frcm disease within 
hours if the water weren’t 
chlorinated.” 
Asked about his findings, 
Laseter said: 
“It’s era thing to sav c°"- 


bon tetrachloride is in fhe- 
ter, but to find it in your 
bleed is somethin'" ese. .t 
takes on a new significance.

State Departm ent of Agriculture criticized 
Study shows stress on politics rather than growing food costs

Nixon. 


It aaso cited a San Die®'' 
meeting in 1973, when Nixon 
was embroiled in Watergate, 
board members passed a re­ 
solution expressing “fidi con­ 
fidence'’ in the President ard 
then “adjourned to dine” at 
‘he West gate Hotel with a top 
Nixon fundraiser, C. \mh A 
Smith. 
“It seems to me the direc­ 
tor and the board have better 
things 'o do than raise money 
for 
presidential 
candidates 
and 
then 
pass 
resolutions 
pra sing him for ’rus handling 
oi the most nefarious scandal 
in American political histo­ 
r y

said 
March 
Fong, 
DriDakiand. 


The accusations were con­ 
tained in a ¿even-page sum­ 
mary’ sent to C. Brunei Chris­ 
tensen. director of the De­ 
partment of Food and Agr­ 
iculture. from Ms. Fong, head 
of the Select Committee on 
Agriculture, Food and Nutri­ 
tion. 
Board member Paul Ames 
mid UPI it was a “coinci­ 
dence” hat the meeting and 
the fundraiser were scheduled 
for the -ame day in the same 
town.

“But we did our 
very best at the time to keep 
the record straight.” 
Chr rtenseu said the sum­ 
mary by the Fen® committee 
was “entirely political.” He 
said detailed answers to the 


charges were being prepared. 
Ms. Fong said agricultural 
policy has been “politicized 
beyond belief in the past two 
years, politicized to such an 
extent that you (Christensen) 
are paralyzed to act in the 
pocketbook interest of 
the 
public even when you want 
to.” 
The summary’ also said that 
on May 3. 1973, the board pas­ 
sed a resolution which said 
“board members wish to ex­ 
press their full confidence in 
the president, fully convinced 
that actions of the President 
are always motivated to pro­ 
mote the best interests of the 
United Slates.”

One good dollar 
deserves another 


A familiar and effective way of bringing home the 
•-Station's economic situation is to compare ’he value 
of the dollar with what it was in some other, pre­ 
sumably more prosperous, year. 
^ . According to one recent analysis, for exampie. in 
. the life-time of half of all Americans — those born 
since 1946 — the value of the dollar has shrunk by 
60 cents. At this rate, the “1946 dollar’' will be 
worth only 16 cents in another 28 years. 
To put it another way. to have the same purchas­ 
ing power as today’s “40-<ent dollar." a person 
making $7,200 today would have to earn SIS.000 in 
the year 2002. A $30 pair of shoes will cost $75. The 
average family’s weekly food budget will rise from 
S62 to $152. and so on. 
It could happen sooner than 28 years if the pre­ 
sent rate of inflation were to continue unchecked. 
The dollar would look even more minuscule, how­ 
ever, if we were to compare it with its 1939 counter­ 
part, as we used to do back when inflation was a 
minor, and some thought a necessary and welcome, 
factor in the economy. 
But how many people would like to return to 1939? 
For all the ravages of inflation, most Americans are 
far better off than they were in 1939. or 1946 for that 
matter, the “40-cent dollar” notwithstanding. 
This is not to minimize inflation, which has grown 
to such dimensions that, as President Ford has war­ 
ned, it threatens the future of all of us. It is merely 
to point out the fallacy of using the shrinking dollar 
as the only yardstick to measure where we have 
been and where we seem to be going. 
A television set costs more than it did 10 or 20 
years ago. But it's a better and more reliable set. 
Thirty years ago there was no television industry at 
all. which has given employment to tens of thou­ 
sands. 
For the pric-e of three or four modem key-start, 
self-propelled lawnmowers, you could have bought an 
automobile in 1939. But many people didn’t have a 
yard to cut back then, if they had a pushmower. 
much less a house on that yard filled with all kinds 
of appliances. Much of what we consider necessities 
today were undreamed ol luxuries not many years 
ago. 
Again, this is not to minimize the threat of infla­ 
tion. But there is no going back to the 1939 dollar or 
the 1946 dollar or even to the 1973 dollar. 
What is important is that we take the steps 
needed to maintain and safeguard the nation’s basic 
economic strength so that the 1975 dollar or the 1990 
dollar or the *2002 dollar, whatever they may be 
"worth" in terms of some other year, continue to 
enable more and more Americans to afford the goon 
things of life.

Is detente peace 
on Russia's terms? 


WASHINGTON — tNEA) — One would think the 
federal government had learned i*s lesson from the 
Russian grain deal of last year. Those U.S.-tax­ 
payer-subsidized shipments bit into so much of our 
grain we have faced shortages ever since. The 
shortages have been a principal cause of high food 
prices — with a domino effect on other consumer 
goods. 
It seemed for a time this year that we had 
learned our 
> -son. President Ford stepped in to 
limit grain shipments to the USSR and developed a 
control system of sons. But it turns out that we 
didn't learn much after all. For with the full-con­ 
currence of this government and in the name of 
detente. U.S. industry today is making a series 01 
similar deals with the Russians in high technology 
and the advanced industrial processes which are the 
life blood of this country’s economic and military 
security. 
The know-how we are preparing to sell the Rus­ 
sians at cut-rate prices and with subsidized loans 
centers in computers, advanced electronics, sophisti­ 
cated chemical processes and other fields which 
provide the industrial and research and devel­ 
opment base for military strength. When the Stra­ 
tegic Arms Limitation agreement was signed, U.S. 
technological superiority was advertised as die bas­ 
ic reason we need not march the Russian strategic 
buildup, megaton for megaton, if the Russians are 
able, with the assistance of this American know­ 
how. to match us in military technology and exceed 
us in tonnage, they will assuredly be less cautious 
in the Middle East. .Asia and West Europe, wiii« 1 
has shown little ability to stand up to outside pro- 
sure. 
Leaving military 
onsiderations aside, the indust­ 
rial development assistance itself po>es dangers 
similar to those of the unfortunate grain deal. When 
the Russians have the money, they buy in large 
gulps. Though their purchases may be a very small 
proportion of 
total output, 
they can have tre­ 
mendous economic impact. 
Russia's five-year plans provide for industrial ex­ 
pansion in giant steps with mammoth projects inter­ 
spaced by lulls. There is not the constant upgrading 
and rebuilding which characterizes American in­ 
dustry and which normally — but not alway s as we 
see so today clearly — keeps our economy on a 
fairly e\en course. When U.S.-Soviet trade reaches 
the expected levels as a result of U.S. investments 
and subsidies, these tremendous Russian purchases 
in several fields for one, two 01* three years or so. 
followed by lulls or shifts to other fields, are likely 
to accentuate our cycles ot boom and recession. The 
Russian on-again off-again buying could thus turn 
mild recessions into depressions and transform wel­ 
come booms into inflationary explosions. 
Now these risks might be well worth taking if 
there were evidence the ‘ommercial. industrial and 
political intercourse might result in a change within 
Russia. But there is clearly no evidence that this 
might happen. 
In the past when U.S. aid was greatest and Amer­ 
ican technicians moved into the USSR in numbers. 
Russia's rulers «.lamped down more rightly on dis­ 
sent. News reports out of Russia today indicate the 
Kremlin is once again moving toward increased rep­ 
ression as a means of offsetting any American in­ 
fluence our aid or our visiting engineers may engen­ 
der. One prominent Soviet dissenter has warned 
that U.S. assistance will be counter productive with­ 
out strictly-enforced Soviet guarantee on internal 
freedom. 
In summary, the pursuit of detente with the Soviet 
Union is being pushed with more fervor than rea­ 
son.

'Herbigafion' 
may replace 
man with hoe 


PALO ALTO. Calif. (UP1) 
— A growing number of far­ 
mers are mixing weed killer 
with their irrigation water m 
an effort to replace the old 
fashioned hoe. 
A relatively new technique, 
herbigation, is seen by advo­ 
cates as a technological step 
toward slashing food produc­ 
tion and tabor costs on the 
nation’s 50-miilion acres of ir­ 
rigated farm land, most of it 
in California. Texas. 
Nebr 
aska. Colorado and Idaho. 
At a recent symposium, 3 
p i o n e e r researcher. Prof. 
Paul E. Fischbach of the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska, called 
herbigation the newest wea­ 
pon in the farm er’s historic 
struggle against the world’s 
most expensive plant 
—the 
weed. 
Fischbach 
believes 
herbi­ 
cides that inhibit germination 
of unwanted vegetation have 
the greatest potential in the 
new method. 
“ What’s 
most 
significant 
about 
herbigation 
is 
that 
while the practice is new. it 
probably is the most efficient 
and precise method of in­ 
corporating 
herbicides 
mto 
the soil that we know o t” 
Fischbach said. 
“ This ss particularly impor­ 
tant in irrigated farming be­ 
cause weed growth is consid­ 
erably 
more 
profuse 
and 
troublesome than on dryland 
farming. In fact, (plain) wa­ 
ter applied on cropland can 
benefit and nourish weed seed 
more readily than crop seed 
germination.” 
Herbigation can 
be

rigation water, from sprink­ 
lers to pipes, he said.

Some of the potential ha­ 
zards are water back-flowing 
rhrouuh the chemical injec­ 
tion system causing the che­ 
mical supply tank to overf­ 
low. \nd irrigation pumping 
plants may shut down from 
mechanical or electrical fail­ 
ures on the irrigation system, 
but injection equipment could 
continue operating. 
“ A lack of a check valve on 
the irrigation line may result 
m the mixture of water-and- 
chemical siphoning back into 
the irrigation well, polluting 
the groundwater. 
“ The pollution hazard to 
groundwater can be avoided 
by having the proper equip­ 
ment and hookup to the irri­ 
gation system.” 
The symposium also wa* 
told by Dr. Robert H. Caili- 
ban of the University of Idaho 
that while many growers are 
already using the method, 
“ there is still insufficient data 
and much research work *• 
be done.”

Combining varieties of azaleas and camellias that will bloom 
at different times can keep your garden full of bright flowers 
irom fall right through spring — like a color show for over six 
months of the year. This is achieved by selecting earlv-bloom- 
ing varieties, using mid-season flowering types to follow the 
early birds, and finishing off the display with the late-blooming 
choices. 


Among camellias. Sasanquas are the first to cover them­ 
selves with flowers. The willowy, glossy green leaves shrubs 
display delicate blossoms from autumn through early winter — 
announcing act one in the year’s camellia show. As Sasanquas 
start to fade. Japónicas fake over, providing the widest range 
of color and flower forms — from purest white to deep red 
and bi-color tones. Come January, the Reticulatas finish out 
the cam ellias’ bright blossomed display with flowers of colos­ 
sal sizes, hues and array of flower forms. 


As for azaleas, if thev’re not supposed to bloom before 
spring, no one has iet those Belgian índica varieties in on the 
plan. The early blooming varieties have been decorating gar­ 
dens throughout the state since late September. They will 
reach their blooming peak just before the holidays. 


But as the early birds start to fade, later blooming Belgian 
Indicas will take over and welcome the New Year with a 
parade of color. Later, the magnificent Rutherfordianan hy­ 
brids. Kurume and Southern Indicas will take over and bloom 
successively through the end of spring. 


Lawns fed in November will often stay greener in winter 


months despite a natural tendency to go dormant.

' gd you’re coins to have to 
listen. And you’re going to 
cave to forget oart of what 
you 
hear. 
Because 
vou’re 
sure to hear that you earn too 
much ro qualify for financial 
aid. loans and the like. 
It is my experience that a 
• ; m ificant num ber of students 
and parents simply disqualifx 
them selves They may be the

tent, or they simply do not

on foreign oil.” 


To accom plish 
the reduc­ 
tion. Percy recom m ended in­ 
creasing gasoline taxes with 
tax rebates to re!;eve h°-d- 
ship situations, and a month-, 
by-month

•'etm levm 
im pons until a 30 per cent re­ 
duction is attained bv 1976. 


In

these options, Percy said, the 
55 m ile per hour speed limit

turers to reduce the num ber 
of “ behemoth gas burners.”

Arafat's rise due to diplomatic talent 


By United Press International 


Y asser Arafat habitually affects the 


checkered headdress, dark glasses and 


combat fatigue uniform of a firebrand 


guerrilla leader. 
But in fact he is a m ildm annered 
man. His rise to prom inence has been 
based mainly on his diplomatic talents 
that 
have 
welded 
the 
constantly 
wrangling factions of the Palestinian 
resistance movement into a cohesive 
political force. 
A rafat, bom in Jerusalem in 1939 as 
one of 10 children, is said to be fanatic­ 
al about only one thing —the recovery 
of Palestine. 
Once, standing on a hiil in Jordan 
overlooking 
Jerusalem , 
he 
told 
his 
aides: “ That is my beloved Jerusalem . 
1 stand here to smell the air that keeps 
me alive.” 
Still a bachelor at 45. Arafat is wont 
to say, “ Mv wife is Palestine.” 
Rise to prom inence 
A rafat, who studied engineering at 
Cairo University, rose to prom inence 
as the leader of the original —and still 
the largest —guerrilla organization. A! 
F atah. The nam e is an acronym for 
"Palestine Liberation Movement ' 


AI Fatah announced its first guerrilla 


operation Jan. 1, 1965 —a sabotage at­ 


tack inside Israel led by Arafat. Until 


alter the Arab-Lsraeli war of June 1967, 


Al Fatah ran into hostility from Arab 
governm ents, who feared its operations 
would provoke Israeli attacks. Because 
of his activities, A rafat spent 51 davs 
in a Syrian jail. 
But after the Arab defeat in 1967. Al 
Fatah won its “ second launching” as 
the sole active defender of the Arab 
cause. In M arch 1968. combined Jorda­ 
nian and Palestinian forces defeated 
attacking Israeli troops at K aram eh in 
Jordan and A rafat was established as 
an Arab world hero. 
fn February 1969, the Palestine Libe­ 
ration Organization, the um brella guer­ 
rilla organization, elec'ed A rafat as its 
chairm an. He has retained the post 
ever since. 
As PLO chairm an A ratat. who is a 
pudgy five-foot-seven, seldom shaves 
and lacks personal glam or, has m ain­ 
tained his grip on rival guerrilla fac­ 
tions and constantly extended PLO in­ 
fluence in the Arab world. 
Acts as m ediator 
At 
times 
he 
has 
even 
acted 
as 


m ediator 
in 
Arab 
disputes, 
most 


recentL. 
after an Iraq-Kuwait border 


clash in March 1973. He has m anaged 


to m aintain good 
personal 
relations 


with such disparate Arab regim es as 


Saudi Arabia and Iraq, as well as with 


the currently hostile leaders of Egypt 


and Libya. 


He even has referred to the lews as 
“ our brothers" and urged non-Zionists 
among them to “ be p artners with us” 
in the building of a new Palestine. 


Although the “ Black Septem ber” or­ 
ganization which carried out some of 
the most shocking guerrilla terrorist 
acts is reputed to be an offshoot of Al 
Fatah, 
A ratat 
has 
frequently 
con­ 
demned hijacking and other form s of 
violence against civilians as harm ful to 
the cause. 
A rafat also repudiates such simians 
as “ driving the Jew s into the sea.” In 
one of his m any recent interviews, he 
said: “ We are not trying to kick any­ 
one into the sea. Our ultim ate, strateg­ 
ic aim is to create a united, dem ocrat­ 
ic Palestine in which C hristians, Jew s 
and 
Moslems

term s of equality.”

CINCINNATI (UPI) - En­ 
rollment at colleges and posf- 
secomdary schools across the 
ration has increased nearly 4 
lier cent this vear to 10 mil­ 
lion persons, one expert esti­ 
mated this week. 
The University of Cincin­ 
nati's Garland G. Parker, a 
national authority on admis­ 
sions, said that while two- 
year c o llie enrollment con­ 
tinued to grow at a 9.1 per 
cent rate, four-year institu­ 
tions increased enrollment by 
2.2 per cent, somewhat abov*» 


last year’s 1.8 per cent in­ 
crease. 
The figures were based on 
early returns from over 700 
institutions in fvs annua! sur­ 
vey. due tor publication in 
December and January. 


In releasing the informa­ 
tion. Parker warned that thn 
increase pattern, particularly 
among full-time students, was 
unlikelv to continue because 
of declining birthrates.

Of the 715 schools reDortmg 
so far. said Parker, estimated 
p a r t - t i m e enrollment

p o r t i n g four-vear schools, 
there was a gain of 4.8 per 
cent.
